The C of a late declaration againſt che Ceſſation, 
made by a fey Biſshopps conuened before his G do Weul by others of them,of exemplar life and emin- 
ent learning? {albeir mining in obedience to theMaior vore of that meeting they ſubſcribed thercunto) 
this day affixed by order of the lord Nuntio, the Lord Bishopp of Clogher, the Lord Bishopp of Roſle, and 
the Lord Bishopp of Cork, hathdraweuvs ( much againſt our will)by rhis our publique declaration ta vindi- 
catethe honor of the Kingdome, and berymes to forevarne the- Confederate Catholickes, of the milcheetes 
wich may befallchem, ſince now wee playnely ſee, thatcontraty to his Hollyncs pious affeQtions, for the propa- 
gation of theCatholick;Religion, the obſcruance of due allegeancerto his Majeſtic, and the preſeruarion of 
vnionamong the Confederate Catholickes ( theſe being the ſcope of the Lord Nuntio his miſſion, )all wayes 
are attempted to introduce the miſeric of diſtration.yppon vs, otherwiſe it could not be, that yſec should

to grue remedic ynto theſ. diſtraQtions(inwhich wee ourſelues inuolued)by aſſuming vnto hi clfc the 
judgmentof the matrer of Conſcience, pretendedinthetranſaQtions of thisCeſlation,as the moſt werfull,pro- 

| per, andindifferent Iudge, to whoſe ſacredthrone, in the behalfe of the ſaid Confederate Catholickes,wee doe 

thercin appeale, Wee doe premonishalland every the Confederar Catholickes, that nothing proceedin 

the Lord? Nuntio, vpenthis orthe like ſubicR, doe lefſenthe obedience, wich by oath, and otherwiſc they are 

oblidged to beare vnto our Comaunds.
